Objects To Fluoridation 


Editor of The Townsman: 
Dear Sir: 

In The Townsman of Oct. 30 
was the report of a meeting at 
which local dentists set forth their 
views endorsing water fluoridation, 
Their position was reported to be 
that ‘‘There is no valid objection 
to the water fluoridation program.”’ 

On the basis of statements by 
competent scientists, I should 
like to say that there are several 
objections to the program, 

In answer to the first point in 
The Townsman article, that ‘‘Fluo- 
ridation compares favorably with 
such great public health measures 


as pasteurization, chlorination 
and immunization,’’ a report of the 
Select Committee to Investigate 


the Use of Chemicals in Foods and 
Cosmetics issued July 10, 1952, 
states: ‘‘There is no real similari- 
ty between the chlorination of 
water and the fluoridation of water, 
Chlorine is added to drinking water 
to destroy harmful bacteria in the 
water, whereas fluorides are added 
for the purpose of effecting a 
physiological change in the body.”’ 

The same would apply in the 
case of pasteurization, The report 
states that whereas vaccination 
is designed to prevent contagious 
disease which might endanger a 
community, dental decay is not in 
this category, Moreover, fluori- 
dated water must be drunk without 
the personal medical supervision 
which accompanies vaccination, 

With regard to the second point, 
that ‘‘fluoridation has been in 
operation long enough to prove its 
simplicity in operation and to 
show the dental benefits to be ob- 
tained,*’ there are several objec- 
tions, 

Howard V. Smith, associate 
agricultural chemist, University of 
Arizona testified before the same 
congressional committee on Feb. 
26, 1952: ‘*As codiscoverer of the 
role which fluorine plays in dental 
fluorosis...J have reason to say 
that there are many variables in 
this problem, and until more is 
known about them I am opposed 
to the fluoridation of water sup- 
plies.”’” He recommended topical 
application of fluorides directly to 
the teeth, on a voluntary basis, 

Several cities or towns, such as 
Mount Dora, Fla., Syracuse, N.Y. 
and Peoria, Ill., have already re- 
jected fluoridation proposals, 
Studies are now under way in va- 
rious cities which have tried the
